ORE than three months have passed 

& since Egypt unilaterally denounced 
het treaty with Britain and officially- 
backed acts of terrorism started in the 
Suez Canal Zone. During this period 
numerous outrages have been com- 
mitted, considerable damage done to 
property and the normal economic life 
of the,.Zone brought to a standstill. 
Nothing. perpetrated by the terrorists 
to-date, -however, has so shocked the 
outside world as the daatardly murder 
of Sister: Anthony, an American nun in 
the: ‘French’ Convent at Ismailia. The 
death of Sister Anthony .was no 
accident; enough evidence has been 
forthcoming. to show that it was a8 
cold-blooded ‘and callous murder, .and 
General.
